Know all Men by these Presents, that we, Edmund 
C. Stedman, Charles de Kay, Brander Matthews, 
H. H. Boyesen, and George Parsons Lathrop, who 
are all of full age, citizens of the United States and of 
the State of New York, desiring to form ourselves 
into a Society or Qub, pursuant to the provisions of 
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an Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, 
passed May 12, 1875, entitled: "An Act for the 
Incorporation of Societies or Clubs for certain lawful 
purposes/' and of the several acts amending the same, 
do hereby certify: 

First. The name or title by which such Society or 
Club shall be known in law is The Authors Club. 

Second. The particular business and object of such 
Society or Club shall be literary and library purposes, 
and the promotion of social intercourse among authors. 

Third. The number of Trustees, Directors, or 
Managers, to manage the same, shall be nine; and 
the names of such Trustees for the first year of its 
existence shall be Noah Brooks, George Cary Eggles- 
ton, W. Hamilton Gibson, Ripley Hitchcock, Bronson 
Howard, Thomas W. Knox, James Herbert Morse, 
Edmund Munroe Smith, and A. B. Starey. 

Fourth. The principal office of such Society or 
Club shall be located in the City and County of 
New York. 

In witness whereof, we have hereunto set our hands, 
this 10th day of February, 1887.

Ve9i9e^ Conetitutton 

We, the members of the Authors Club, founded and orEanited 
in 1883, incorporated nnder the General Laws of the State of 
Net* York in 1887, at the meeting held May 39, 1934, do 
unanimoudy adopt the following Revised Constitution: 

ARTICLE I— NAME AND OBJECTS 

Section i. This Association shall be called The 
Authors Club. 

Sec. 2. The objects of the Qub shall be: the pro- 
motion of social intercourse among authors; the wel- 
fare of the profession of authorship; provision for 
the acquisition and maintenance of a library and of 
memorials in autographs, in art. and in letters; and 
such other purposes as are germane to these ends. 

ARTICLE U— MEMBERSHIP 

Section i. The members of this Club shall be 
classified as Honorary members and Active members, 
and the Active members as Resident and Non-resi- 
dent, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 3. Honorary members shall be entitled to 
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all the privileges of the Club, and shall be exempt from 
the payment of entrance fee and dues. 

Sec. 3. Active members shall be classified as 
Resident either if they live within thirty miles of the 
Club rooms or if, although living at greater distance, 
they elect to pay the full dues. Resident Active mem- 
bers shall be entitled to all the privileges of the Club. 

Sec. 4. Active members shall be classified as Non- 
resident if, living more than thirty miles from the 
Club rooms, they elect to pay half-dues. Non-resi- 
dent Active members shall not be eligible to vote or to 
hold office, but otherwise shall be entitled to all the 
privileges of the Club. 

Sec. 5. The transference of a member from the 
Resident to the Non-resident list, or vice versa, shall be 
made by the Executive Council upon the member's 
application or on the Council's own motion, as changes 
of residence or of payment of dues may require. . 

Sec. 6. Any gentleman shall be eligible for mem- 
bership who is the author of a published book proper 
to literature, science, or art, or of a publicly produced 
play. Merely technical publications shall not be con- 
sidered as bringing a candidate within the meaning of 
this section, and no person not comprised within the 
above-described classes shall be admitted to member- 
ship of any kind in the Club. AH qualifications and 
the sufficiency thereof, shall be determined absolutely 
and solely by the Committee on Membership as here- 
inafter provided. 
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Sec. 7. A nomination for Honorary membership 
shall be made only by the Executive Council. A 
nomination for Active membership shall be made only 
by the written proposal of at least two members who 
are personally acquainted with the nominee. No 
member of the G>mmittee on Membership shall pro- 
pose or second a candidate. The name of each candi- 
date proposed for membership, whether Honorary or 
Active, together with the names of the proposers and 
a brief statement of the grounds of the nomination, 
shall be posted in the Club rooms for at least two 
weeks before the candidate be voted upon by the 
Committee on Membership. 

Sec. 8. Election to membership, whether Honor- 
ary or Active, shall be only by ballot vote of the Com- 
mittee on Membership. Three adverse ballots shall 
exclude a candidate for Active membership. Election 
to Honorary membership shall be only by unanimous 
vote. 

Sec. 9. The proceedings of the Committee on 
Membership shall be secret and confidential. On the 
election of a member, the fact shall forthwith be made 
known to the Secretary of the Club, and shall be 
posted by the Secretary in the Club rooms. 

ARTICLE lll—DUES 

Section i . The entrance fee shall be twenty-five 
dollars. 
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Sec. 2. No one shall be deemed a member until 
the entrance fee has been paid. 

Sec. 3. Non-payment of the entrance fee for two 
months after notification of election shall forfeit elec- 
tion. 

Sec. 4. The yearly dues of Resident members 
shall be twenty dollars, and of Non-resident members 
ten dollars, payable for each year on the first day of 
January of that year. 

Sec. 5. Any member. Resident or Non-resident, 
who may be elected after the first day of June in 
any year, shall pay only half dues for the year of 
election. 

Sec. 6. Any member whose dues are not paid 
within three months shall be notified by the Treasurer, 
and non-payment of dues within thirty days after such 
notification shall forfeit membership, upon action of 
the Council to that effect. 

Sec. 7. Any member absent from the United 
States for a continuous period of not less than twelve 
months shall be exempt from the payment of dues for 
the period of absence, provided that previous no- 
tice of the intended absence has been given to the 
Treasurer. 

Sec. 8. The Executive Council may, for good 
cause, in its discretion, at any time remit either wholly 
or partly the dues of any member. 

Sec. 9. Any member of the Club, upon making 
a single payment of two hundred dollars, may be- 
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come a life member, and shall thereafter be exempt 
from the payment of annual dues. 

ARTICLE IV-^OVERNMENT 

Section i . The elective officers of this Club shall 
be: 

A president; 
A vice-president; 
A secretary; 
A treasurer; 

An Executive Council, consisting of the four offi- 
cers above-named, and of nine other members; 
A Committee on Membership, of twelve; and 
Three Trustees of the Carnegie Fund. 
Sec. 2. The appointive officers of the Club shall 
be: 

A Curator; 

A House Committee of three; 
A Programme Committee of three; 
A Library Committee of three; 
An Auditing Committee of three; and 
Such other subordinate officers and such com- 
mittees as the Club or the Executive Council may 
from time to time determine. 
Sec. 3. All the corporate powers of the Club re- 
main vested in the Club; and they may be exercised 
at any regular meeting, subject to the restrictions 
herein contained. 
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Sec. 4. The elective officers of this Club shall be 
chosen at Annual Meetings for such terms, severally, 
as is hereinafter provided; but no candidate shall be 
eligible for election to office unless nominated therefor 
in writing either by five members of the Club or by the 
official Nominating Committee and unless the written 
nomination has been posted conspicuously in the Club 
rooms for at least fifteen days prior to the date of elec- 
tion. The official Nominating Committee shall con- 
sist of seven members chosen by ballot of the members 
present on the first Thursday evening of the month 
prior to the election of officers. For this ballot for the 
selection of a Nominating Committee, the polls shall 
be open from seven o'clock until nine; and the seven 
candidates receiving the highest number of votes shall 
be declared elected. Balloting for members of the 
Nominating Committee shall not preclude the pres- 
ence of guests if the evening would otherwise be a regu- 
lar guest-night. At least one week before the election 
of officers, the Secretary shall mail to each voting 
member a list of all nominations regularly made and 
posted. The election of officers shall be by ballot; 
and a plurality vote shall be sufficient for election. 
Officers shall be qualified upon acceptance of election 
and shall hold office till their successors are elected and 
qualified. 

For the first election after the adoption of this re- 
vised Constitution, however, the foregoing require- 
ments as to method of nomination and notice to 
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members may be dispensed with; and the annual elec- 
tion be held immediately upon the adoption of the 
Constitution or as soon thereafter as the Club may 
determine. 

Sec. 5. No elective officer of this Club shall re- 
ceive any salary or other monetary benefit from the 
Club; and no Trustee of the Carnegie fund shall 
receive from that fund any monetary benefit while 
such Trustee. 

Sec. 6. The President (or, in the absence of the 
President, the Vice-president) shall preside over meet- 
ings of the Club and of the Executive Council. The 
President and the Vice-president shall be elected 
annually. 

Sec. 7. The Secretary shall keep the records of 
the Club and of the Executive Council; and shall be 
elected annually. 

Sec. 8. The Treasurer shall receive, and subject to 
the orders of the Club and of the Council, disburse the 
funds. The Treasurer shall be elected annually. 

Sec. 9. The management of the Club, when not 
exercised by the members in meeting assembled, shall 
be vested, subject to the provisions of this Constitu- 
tion, in the Executive Council, who shall constitute the 
Trustees of the Corporation and its property. But 
no debt or liability in excess of five hundred dollars 
shall be incurred nor shall any sale of property of 
the Club be made without the approval of the mem- 
bers in meeting assembled after notice of the proposal 
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to sell or to create such debt or liability shall have 
been given in the call for the meeting. The Council 
shall fix its own times and places of meeting; and 
seven members shall constitute a quorum, provided 
that a majority of the Council at any time shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the purpose of filling any va- 
cancy therein. 

Sec. io. The members of the Council in office at 
the time of the adoption of this Revised Constitution 
shall continue for the terms for which they were sev- 
erally elected. Three members of the Council (in ad- 
dition to the four members ex officio) shall be elected 
at each Annual Meeting of the Club, to serve for three 
years and to replace those whose terms expire at that 
time. 

Sec. II. Any member of the Council (including 
the ex officio members) who shall fee absent from three 
consecutive regularly called meetings without excuse 
satisfactory to the Council, shall be deemed to have 
resigned from the Council ; and the Council shall forth- 
with fill the vacancy by election, the member displaced 
not being eligible to fill such vacancy. 

Sec. 12. The Council shall fill all vacancies in its 
membership (including the ex officio members) caused 
by death, resignation, or otherwise, for the unexpired 
term of the member vacating. 

Sec. 13. The Council may at any time make, 
alter, and repeal such by-laws as it may deem expedi- 
ent for the government of the Club, which, if any. 
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shall be taken, together with this Constitution, as the 
by-laws of the Corporation. 

Sec. 14. The Council shall have no control over 
the action of the Committee on Membership; and no 
member of the Council (including its ex officio mem- 
bers) shall be a member of the Committee on Mem- 
bership. 

Sec. 15. The members of the Committee on 
Membership in office at the time of the adoption of 
this Revised Constitution shall continue for the terms 
for which they were severally elected. Four members 
shall be elected at each Annual Meeting to serve for 
three years and to replace those whose terms expire 
at that time. 

Sec. 16. At its first session after each Annual 
Meeting of the Club, the Committee on Membership 
shall elect from its own number a Chairman and a 
Secretary, to serve for one year and until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualify. Termination of 
membership on the Committee shall, however, vacate 
either of the said offices. 

Sec. 1 7. Any member of the Committee on Mem- 
bership who shall be absent from three consecutive 
regularly called meetings without excuse satisfactory 
to the Committee shall be deemed to have resigned 
from the Committee; and the Committee shall forth- 
with fill the vacancy by election, the member displaced 
not being eligible to fill the vacancy. 

Sec 18. The Committee on Membership shall 
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fill all vacancies in its own membership caused by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, for the unexpired 
term of the member vacating. 

Sec. 19. The Committee on Membership shall fix 
its own times and places of meeting; and seven mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum, provided that a ma- 
jority of the Committee at any time shall constitute a 
quorum for the purpose of filling any vacancy therein. 
The names of the members of the Committee and the 
address of its Secretary shall be kept conspicuously 
posted in the Club rooms. 

Sec. 20. The Trustees of the Carnegie Fund shall 
have charge of all the property constituting the said 
fund, the proper investment and conservation thereof, 
and the distribution of the income therefrom in ac- 
cordance with the purpose of the donor, namely, the 
use of the income therefrom for the assistance of au- 
thors or their families in pecuniary need. All of said 
property shall be kept in the custody of a Trust Com- 
pany duly selected by the Trustees; and the action and 
signature of at least two Trustees shall be required for 
all payments and for all sales or purchases of securities, 
and for all withdrawals from the Trust Company. The 
Trustees shall report quarterly to the Council and to 
the annual meeting of the Club, the status and condi- 
tion of the property and funds in their charge and 
the amount of the payments made therefrom. The 
Trustees shall determine the persons to receive and the 
amounts to be paid out of the income of the said fund 
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in accordance with its purpose, but the names of the 
beneficiaries shall at all times be kept secret, except as 
provided elsewhere in this constitution. 

Sec. 2 1 . The Trustees of the Carnegie Fund shall 
be elected one each year for a term of three years, and 
shall be eligible to re-election indefinitely; but, at the 
first election after the adoption of this revised Con- 
stitution, the Trustees shall be elected one for one 
year, one for two years, and one for three years, so 
that thereafter one vacancy shall occur each year. 
The Trustees, however, with the approval of the 
Council, shall have the right to fill, until the annual 
election, any vacancy in their own number occurring 
prior to the expiration of the term for which the mem- 
ber vacating was elected. 

Sec. 22. The Curator, the House Committee, the 
Programme Committee, and the Library Committee, 
shall be appointed by the Council, to serve for the 
term of one year and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and accept appointment. 

Sec. 23. The Curator shall be the custodian of 
the Club rooms and collections; shall keep the rooms 
open at the hours established, and, when the Club is 
not assembled, shall act as official host to such mem- 
bers or guests as may appear; shall perform such 
clerical duties for the Secretary, the Treasurer, and 
the several Committees as the Council may assign him; 
and may serve as a member of the House Committee, 
the Programme Committee, and the Library Com- 
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mittee. He shall receive such salary as the Council 
shall determine. 

Sec. 24. The House Committee, the Programme 
Committee, and the Library Committee, shall have 
such duties and jurisdictions as the Council may as- 
sign them, and shall have power, subject to the Coun- 
oil, to make rules appropriate to their respective 
jurisdictions. 

Sec. 25. There shall be appointed at each annual 
meeting an Auditing Committee, which shall, with 
the assistance of a certified public accountant to be 
selected by it, examine and report upon the finances 
of the Club and the condition and status of the Car- 
negie Fund. The members of the Auditing Com- 
mittee shall serve for the term of one year and until 
their successors are appointed and accept appoint- 
ment. The Committee shall report at the annual 
meeting following its appointment and at such other 
times as the Club may direct. 

ARTICLE V— MEETINGS 

Section i. There shall be an Annual Meeting of 
the Club held in January of each year, at such time as 
the Executive Council shall determine, upon notice of 
at least one week. In case no other date is selected, 
the meeting shall be held on the second Thursday. 

Sec. 2. The Council or any ten members may call 
a special meeting of the Club at any time by posting 
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conspicuously in the Club rooms their request for the 
meeting stating its time and purpose, and by mailing 
(or causing the Secretary to mail) a copy thereof to 
each voting member of the Club. Provided, always, 
that no meeting shall be so called for any date during 
July, August, and September, without the concurrence 
of the Council. 

Sec. 3. At the annual meeting, any and all neces- 
sary and proper business pertaining to the Club shall 
be in order; at a special meeting, only such business as 
shall be specified in the notice of the same. At all 
business meetings twe.ity members shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Sec. 4. Except as herein provided (cf. Art. IV., 
Sect. 4), no business of the Club shall be transacted 
when persons other than members are present. 

Sec. 5. The Club shall assemble regularly for 
social purposes, at such intervals and on such days as 
the Council shall designate, from October i, of each 
year, to June i of the succeeding year. And for each 
such social meeting each member shall be entitled to 
invite one guest. In case any member desires to in- 
vite more than one, special application may be made 
to the Secretary of the Club. The Council shall have 
power at all times to invite and to regulate the invita- 
tion and reception of guests; and, if it deems best, to 
suspend the privilege altogether for any meeting. The 
members of the Club may also be assembled for any 
purpose germane to the objects of the Club (and not 
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involving the transaction of Club business) on such 
special occasions and at such places as the Council 
may appoint. 

ARTICLE Vl-- AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds 
vote of those present (and constituting a quorum) at 
any business meeting of the Club, but notice of the 
proposed amendment must first have been sent to 
each member, with notice of the meeting at which it is 
to be acted upon, and at least one month prior thereto.

The Library of The Authors Club has about 6000 
volumes, embracing separate collections of : i . Books 
written by members of the Club. 2. Literary Bio- 
graphic. 3. Reference books. 4. American poetry. 
$. Miscellany. 

Members' Library. Custody of writings by its 
members represents one of the most important func- 
tions of the Club. They are kept apart, and stand to- 
gether, author by author in alphabetic arrangement, 
so that one may view each writer's product as a whole. 
The supposition is that every new member will de- 
posit here such books as he may have had published 
before joining us, and will add every new one as soon 
as it is published. All accessions are displayed 
throughout the current year, then filed, and each in- 
dividual exhibit thus gradually accumulated will re- 
main as a permanent memento of the author's com- 
plete works, as perhaps will not be the case elsewhere 
outside of the Library of Congress. Such was the 
intent in establishing this Members' Library, but the 
plan cannot become effective without the cooperation 
of the authors — they must deposit the books to be 
preserved as they are published. 
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Literary Biography, begun by presents from his 
own library by Dr. Edward Eggleston, one of the 
Founders, has been the special field of book-collecting 
by this Club, which now has about 800 volumes, filling 
the wall-cases in the central room. Additions to it 
are much to be desired. 

Our Reference Library contains dictionaries of 
several languages, atlases, four encyclopedias, an ex- 
tensive working-list in American History, and many 
other compendiums, chosen to be serviceable to mem- 
bers who may wish to do literary work in our rooms. 
Especially broad and valuable is the collection of bio- 
graphies, which includes, besides the standard English 
and American biographical encyclopedias, many spe- 
cial or old compilations affording information often 
difficult to find in more general works. A long series 
of Who's Who, both American and British, and a com- 
plete set of the World Almanac, strengthen this use- 
ful section of the Reference department. 

American Poetry is represented by a remarkable 
assemblage of about 1200 volumes of verse, written 
by at least 500 men and women. It is true that most 
of these singers never were widely known, or are 
scantily remembered; yet these shelves hold many a 
modest book whose associations are precious, and an 
extraordinary proportion of them are first editions. 
The usefulness of this collection to a student of the 
development of poetic literature in this country is evi- 
dently great. These books were mainly the gift of 
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Charles G. Whiting and Hamilton Holt; and it 
seems desirable that the collection should be steadily 
enlarged by adding the current product of poetic pens. 

Miscellaneous Books fill several long shelves, 
and include many English classics, such series as The 
British Poets, The Authors Digest, Great Debates and 
the like, a notable collection of anthologies, and a 
large number of finely illustrated works, in addition 
to the rare old books and manuscripts bequeathed to 
the Club by Richard H. Stoddard. 

One thing ought to be done, and that is a new card 
catalogue made of subjects of all books (including 
members' own books) and where each book is located, 
for easy reference. Also a list, with the values ap- 
praised of each of the Stodddard library. Also a 
complete list of all paintings, etchings and engravings 
and autograph writings on the walls, and their loca- 
tions, to be printed in the next Manual of 1927.
